ACT REPORTED 
TO COMMONS 


Hume Cronyn’s Amendment to 
Shut out Certain Aliens 
Withdrawn 


$30,000,000 FOR SHIPS 


Capt. Manion Fears U.8. Wheat 
Will Crowd Canada from 
Market 


OTTAWA, May 9.—Hon. J. A. Cal- 
der’s immigration bill was reported 
from committee {n the commons to- 
night. Hume Cronyn's amendment, 
which would have shut out immigrants 
from southeastern portions of Europe 
for a period of five years, after some 
further discussion, was withdrawn, 
the minister explaining that the offi- 
cilals of the immigration department 
had reported that the plan would be 
difficult to work out. 

Some new amendments proposed by 
the minister were adopted in com- 
mittee before the bill was reported. 
One prevents the bringing into Canada 
of concealed weapons. 

During the earlier part of the sit- 
ting good headway was made in com- 
mittee with the new Bankrupcy act, 
but several of the more contentious 
clauses were left over for consideration 
ata later date. 

Shipping Bill Passed 

Capt. B. J. Manion, Fort William 
and Rainy River, urged the import- 
ance of shipbuilding in connection with 
the disposal of the western wheat 
crop. He pointed out that the United 
States government was guaranteeing 
the price of wheat in the United States 
for the coming year, and that it was 
expected the United States crop would 
be the biggest in its history. There 
was no doubt the United States would 
make a great effort to unload in Eu- 
ropean markets and unless Canada 
had shipping facilities there might 
be difficulty in disposing of the 65 
per cent. of the Canadian exportable 
surplus, which usually went through 
United States ports. 

After some further discussion, the 
item—one of $30,000,000—for the gov- 
ernment shipbuilding program was 
passed. 

The house then went into committee 
on the bankruptcy bill, b&ginning with 
clause 43, which was under discussion 
when last the act was considered. 
Good progress was made. Mr. Hugh 
Guthrie moved an amendment to make 
jit clear that the bankruptey court 
will be a federal court. The objection 
had been raised, he said, that this was 
not perfectly clear. 


NEW ORDERS TO 
REGULATE THE 
STOCK YARDS 


No Alterations or Additions Per- 
mitted Without Approval 
of Ottawa Dept. 


OTTAWA, May 9—On the recom- 
mendation of Hon. T, A, Crerar, min- 
ister of agriculture, new regulations 
relative to the operations of stock- 
yards in Canada have been authorized 
by order-in-council. The regulations | 
cover construction and equipment, op- 
eration and maintenance of stock- 
yards, and their chief purpose is to 
provide improved conditions in con- 
nection with the handling of stock. 

The regulations governing con- 
struction and equipment provide that 
every stockyard must be so equipped, 
as to afford adequate accommodations 


safety and dispatch. No substantial 
alteration or addition shall be made 
to any stockyard until the approval 
of the minister has been obtained, 
Ample provision for the proper hand- 
ling and feeding of livestock must be 
made, including a supply if running 
water, 

Operation and maintenance regu- 
lations provide that livestock must be 
handled in such a way as to prevent 
injury of bruising. The owner shall 
that no livestock suffers from 
want of feed or water while in his 
charge. In the case of livestock to 
be fed for maintenance only, the pro- 
prietor shall supply the amount of 
feed prescribed by the Hvestock com- 
missioner, Cnarges for feed and sup- 
plies for each calendar month shall 
to the 
wholesale market price for the pre- 
ceding month a percentage plus a 
fixed charge for handling. The pro- 
prietor shall file with the minister not 
later than the tenth day of each 
month, a statement of the average 
wholesale market price of feed and 
supplies during the preceding calen- 
dar month and a statement of the 
charges in force during the current 
months supported by documentary 
evidence. It is provided that accom- 
modation shall always be given to 
stock for sale, or in transit, in pref- 
erence to stock for storage. There 
shall be Kept a register of all sales of 
livestock in such form as the minis- 
ter may prescribe, and this shall be 
available for inspection by the pub-

UNACCEPTABLE 


BERLIN WAILS 


German People Recovering from 
Shock Sufficiently to Become 


Defiant — Minority Conserva- 
tives Prefer Allies to Bolshevik 
Rule 


BERLIN, Thursday, May 8.— 
The people, though fairly strick- 
en dumb by the peace terms, are 
now recovering sufficiently to de- 
clare that Germany cannot and 
will not sign the compact, no mat- 
ter what comes. 

Strikes are increasing and Bol- 
shevism and the Spartacan up- 
rising of the past two months 
have, if anything, made Germany 
immune to the possible horrors 
which are to be anticipated if 
they are again plunged into war, 


according to the best opinion 
here. 

There exists a small group of 
Germans, chiefly conservatives, 


who prefer to see the Entente 
occupy the whole country rather 
than to have it Bolshevik, but 
they are-in the dwindling minor- 
ity, 


BERLIN, May 8---The parliament- 
ary leaders of all foreign factions 
who are in Berlin to attend commit- 
|tee meetings, admit that they were 
| stunned by the severity of the pro- 
;posed peace terms. Beyond casual 
comment, however, they declined to 
discuss the entente’s conditions or de- 
tails or to forecast the assembly's 
probable attitude. 

A leading member of the indenend- 
ent socialists declared the peace of- 
fered was wholly dictatorial, and tha;

a world revolutton, ~ 

“Death For Germany.” 

LONDON, May 9.—A dispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph Company 
from Bertin says that after a five-hour 
session of the German cabinet Thurs- 
day, Phillipp Scheldmann, the chan- 
céllor, delivered a speech to the com- 
mittee appointed to consider the 
treaty. After comparing the most im- 
portant condition lald down by the 
Allies {n connection with President 
Wilson's fourteen pointy, Scheidmann 
is reported to have said: 

“These conditions are nothing else 
than death for Germany, but the gov- 
ernment must discuss this document 
of hatred and madness with sobriety.” 

The chancellor intimated that the 
German delegation at Versailles had 
been instructed to hand a note to the 
Allies, showing the difference between 
the treaty terms and 
son's fourteen points, and submit coun- 
ter proposals and endeavor to start 
an oral discussion. He expressed the 
hope that the peace conditions would 
be considered with goodwill. 


WON'T PURCHASE 
CANADA’S EXPORT 
CHEESE SURPLUS 


OTTAWA, May 9—The minister of 
agriculture announces that a cable 


|has been received by the dairy pro- 


duce commission from the British 
Ministry of food stating that it has 
been finally decided that the ministry 
will not purchase the exportable sur- 
plus of Canadian cheese for the sea- 
son of 1919, and that producers and 
dealers should be notified accordingly. 
This means that the exportation of 
cheese will be left to private trading, 
as in pre-war days. 

The dairy produce commission, 
through which the cheese and other 
produce has been handled for the 
past two years, will now go out of 
business, 


LET -THE C.P.R. GO 
AHEAD WITH WEST 
LINES — LANGLEY 


WINNIPEG, Man, May 9,-—What is 
described as a disposition of antagon- 
ism toward the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way is depreciated by Hon. George 
Langley, minister of municipal affairs 
in the Saskatchewan government, who 
arrived in Winnipeg tonight from 
Ottawa, where he had been attending 
the sessions of the yailway committee.

CITIZENS WITH 
TAX ARREARS 
IN QUANDARY 


Those Whose Property Has Been 
Sold Are Wondering What 
to Do 


Is the property owner whose taxes are 
in arrears going to get a square deal 
aoe the Sint antent 

The provincial act called the “Arrears of 
Taxes Act,” which allows payment on ar- 
Tears of taxes to be spread over a term 
of methine like ten years goes into force 
on May 17th. 

If the Edmonton property owner is g0- 
ing to reap advantage under the act, it 
seems that he must get after the city 
council without delay and have his posi- 
tion stated. > 

For one thing,

ty, and council may or 
may not adopt it, and again, they have 
already set the expiration of the full dis- 
count period on current taxes to eud two 
days before the act comes into force. 

To take advantage of the act in order 
to secure his arrears being spread cover 
the longer period, or to get bac! roperty 
sold at a tax sale, the original owner 
must pay his current taxes for ‘his year 
and next year before tho last day «f Le- 
cember in each year. 

Naturafty, an owner if he is going to 
do this, wants to get the full amount of 
discount possible, 

It has been sald that if he wants the 
full discount he can take a chance and 
hurry and pay before the period has ended, 
even though council may have not stated 
that the act would be adopted. 

City Must Find Principle. 

But would he be justified in doing this 
without knowing for certain that the act 
was adopted, and in the case of the man 
whose property bas been sold, that the 
city had made eatisfactory arrangements 
for refunding the purchaser the money 
he speculated at the tax sale. The penai- | 
tles or interest on the money on such | 
redemptions has to be furnished by the} 
owner whose property is being redeemed, 
but the city must find the principle. 

It has been said that council might | 
| adopt the act before it comes into force, 
| but it is also added that this is open to 
question as to legality, 

In answer to an inquiry the Mayor said 
that the discount period would not be ex | 
tended, and that those who might even- | 
j tually come under the act, would have, 

to be satisfied with the rate of discount

However, it might be eaid that there |

The city may have some trouble in 
finding the money for the redemptions

must in many cnses be made sure that 
the city will do its part in assisting to 
get it back, before he can raise the money 
| to pay current taxes or do tha other por 
tion necessary on his side.

evident that the quicker it is thrashed 
the better for both city and taxpayers.

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JASPER PARK 


The Mountain Resort 
of the Northern Prairies 


Conditions of life in Alberta are 
strenuous. They demand relaxation 
from time to time. Everyone who 
works hard with hand or brain needs 
a change of scene and action. The 
more complete the change, the great- 
er the assurance of rest; the greater 
the brain fag the greater the benefit 
derived, Every summer there fs a 
call to the lakes, the mountains or 
the sea, that the prairie dweller, and 
particularly the city resideat, finds 
hard to resist. 

Before the war tens of millions of 


dollars were spent each year by citi-| 


zens of America in going to Europe 
for a holiday; and no European trip 
was complete that did not include 
Switzerland and the Alps. The moun- 
tains have a grandeur and charm, 
and therefore an appeal, not shared 
by any other of nature's wonders— 
mysterious and unreal when seen 
from a distance; frowning and over- 
whelming in a close-up view; they 
have a never falling interest such as 
nothing else holds. With their ever- 
changing lights and shades, _ their 
shining peaks and dark ravines, the 
mountains are the joy of the artist 
and dreamer. And their upheavals 
reveal to the student the process of 
the building of the world. To the 
tired worker they offer a variety of 
interest that prevents rest and re- 
laxation from ever becoming stale. 

Alberta people do not have to go 
to Europe to see muvuntains. No- 
where else in the world is there such 
a& magnificent chain of glistening 
Jewels stretched across the range of 
vision, coming up over the horizon 
in the south and falling below the 
horizon towards the north—seeming- 
ly without beginning and without 
end. Their peaks in the clouds and 
their bases concealed from view by 
the round of the earth, they seem to 
be rather of some other than of this 
every-day world. , 

Within the Jasper Pass, through 
which the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
the Canadian National railways cross 
the Rockies on their way from the 
pratries to the Pacific, the grandeur 
of nature s not lessened by the pres- 
ence of activities of man except at 
a very few points. The pass itself 
and the mountain area extending in 
all directions as far as the summit, 
has been reserved from private own- 
ership and is held by the Dominion 
government as a national park or 
Playground. It is under Special rules, 
regulations and supervision to ensure 
that the purpose in view in making 
the reservation shall be attained. 

Jasper, at the junction of the 
Miette river with the Athabasca, is 
the residence of the park commie- 
sioner, and this is the divisional 
point on both railways which trav- 
erse the pass from Entranée on the 
east side of the mountains to Tete 
Jaune Cache on the west. The rail- 
way station ib 18 miles from the 
summit. The view of the mountains 
in all directions, but especially up the 
Athabasca towards the south, is espe- 
clally fine. The employees of the 
two railways and of the park man- 
agement have established a neat and 
interesting little village. The vari- 
ous wagon roads and pack trails in 
the park radiate from Jasper, and 
the place is a centre of mountain 
tourist activity. 

Jasper is 236 miles from Edmon- 
ton. It is 45 miles from the western 
entrance of the pass, 13 miles from 
the divide, and 69 miles from Tete 
Jaune Cache, at the westerly outlet 
of the pass, 

Two transcontinental train services 
connect Jasper with Edmonton—one 
a night, the other a day service, 
both ways. The G.T.P. train leaves 
Edmonton for Jasper and Prince Ru- 
pert on Sunday, Tuesday and Friday, 
at 10:60 p.m. standard or city time, 
and reaches Jasper at 8:05 am. 
standard time, the following morning. 

The C.N.R. leaves Edmonton for 
Jasper and Vancouver on Sunday, 
Tuesday and Friday, at 8:20 a.m., 
standard time, and reaches Jasper at 
6:04 p.m. the same day. 

Returning, the G.T.P. leaves Jasper 
for Edmonton at 7:20 p.m. on Sun- 
day, Tuesday and Thursday, and 
reaches Edmonton at 7 a.m. on Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday. 

The C.N.R. leaves Jasper at 8:11 
on Monday, Thursday and Saturday, 
and arrives at Edmonton at 7:38 
p.m, the same evening. 

Trains on both roads, both ways, 
carry full standard equipment, with 
compartment and observation car at- 
tached. The hours of departure and 
arrival are entirely convenient at 
both ends of the run, The distance 
from Edmonton to Jasper is 236 
miles, 

Regular single fare ia $8.90, or $16 
return. Sleeper, $2 each way. In 
previous years a special single fare 
return rate from Edmonton to Jasper 
and Mount Robson, on the British 
Columbia side of the divide, was in 
force, The single rate to Robson is 
$11.05 and $19.80 regular return. Re- 
turn Uckets aro good for 14 days.

an adequate and suitable hotel has 
not yet been provided. As a tempor- 
ary measure, by arrangement with 
the Grand Trunk Pucific, a tent city 
has been conducted during the past 
three summers by R. Kenneth, of the 
Dominion Tent & Mattress Co. The 
site selected was on the banka of 
Lake Beauvert, on the south side of 
the Athabasca, about three miles dis- 
tant from the town. A number of 
tents were provided with board floors, 
bedsteads, bedding and camp stoves to 
accommodate 60 people. A comfort- 
able rustic dining hall, 30x40, was 
built, and an excellent and acceptable 
service maintained.

The 
camp will open on June 15th, with a 
complete outfit, and up-to-date in 
every detail. Good service and the 
best of eats are guaranteed at te din- 
ing hall, Boats and canoes on the 
lake will be at the disposal of the 
guests. Two tennis courts will be 
jaid- out. Folding tables in the din- 
ing hall will permit, of {ts use for 
dancing, and a two-piece orchestra 
will provide music. Conveyances will 
meet all trains, taking guests, free of 
charge, to and from the tent elty.

Entirely Wipe Out Their Fleet ; 
All Ships To Be Surrendered 


Naval Terms Have Been Completed by Allied Powers— 
Austrian Delegation Is Expected to Reach St. Ger- 
main Next Monday—Differences in Vienna Over Se- 


lection of Members. 


Paris, May 9.—The naval terms of the treaty to be presented 
Austria as thay have been completetd, entirely wipe out the Austrian 
navy. All the ships of that navy, large and small, are to be surrend- 
ered. Their disposition among the Allies is to be adjusted later. 

Paris, May 9.—The Austrian peace delegation, numbering from 
40 to 50 persons, is expected to arrive at St. Germain on May 12, In- 
formation received from French sources is that the delegation has not 
as yet left Vienna, owing to the difficulties encountered in selecting 
its members, because of differences of opinion regarding the propos- 
ed incorporation of German-Austria in Germany.

A competent commission will examine the 
German answer and if modifications are necessary, the Germans will 
be notified. It is expected that it will be from 26 to 30 days before 
the pact is finally signed.

“There need not be the least fea 
that anything was wrong with tho 
chloroform used in these particular 
cases,"’ says Dr. Whitelaw, the ci:y 
health officer, referring to the recent 
sudden deaths in the city while pa- 
tients were under anaesthetics. 

Dr, Whitelaw says that previous re- 
Ports as to the number of deaths 
which have occurred should be oor- 
rected, In all there have been five, 
and he has reported on four of thess 
and also given evidence to the pro 
vinclal department of health on the 
case which occurred on Thursday, 

He states that the chloroform usei 


has been analyzed at the government | 


laboratories and found to be perfectly 
safe and’ in order, 

There is no doubt, adds the health 
officer, that the majority of the 
deaths, in three cases at least, were 
due to a weakened condition of ‘he 
muscles of the heart, brought about 
by influenza, and of such a natu-e 
that the condition could not be d+ 
tected beforehand, 

Similar Cases in Eastern Provinces, 

Similar occurrences, also states the 


health officer, have taken place in the | 


eastern provinces, and it is now being 
recognized that persons having su!- 
fered from influenza cannot take an 
anaesthetic safely, 

“It is an unfortunate coincidence,” 
remarks Dr, Whitelaw, “that 
cases should have happened as they 
did. The ether two were cases of per- 
sons in very poor health, and the pe 
sons were aware that there was 
in taking the anaesthetic All the 
cases, howe r, were of minor oper- 
ations only, small ones to the head 
and throat, and in no way can any 
blame be attributed to the anaesthetic 
or to the way it was administered.”

Since the Prinkipo flasco there has 
been an interval of indecision, The 
proposed mission of Messrs. Ramsay 
Macdonald and Buxton to Russia has 
been votoed, though the former gen- 
tleman has been geignificantly aact- 
ive behind the ecenes in Paris. 
Two Americans have, however, been 
to Moscow and have returned bearing 
some kind of peace proposals from 
Lenine which are mid to have been 
considered by the Peace Conference, 

The military position is equally ob- 
scure. In the south the Franco-Hel- 
lenic force has fallen back from Od- 
essa, In the north reinforcements 
have been called for to relleve the 
scanty Allied forces, but apparently 
only to enable them to effect their 
withdrawal in safety. 

It is a record of military weakness 
and diplomatic !neptitude, Ministers 
only cover themselves with ridicule 
and contempt when they denounce 
Lenine publicly as a cut-throat and at 
the same time conduct private con- 
versations with him over the tele- 


phone.

To take advantage of the act in order 
to secure his arreara being spread over 
the longer period, or to get bacic roperty 
sold at a tax sale, the original owner 
must pay his current taxes for this year 
and next year before tho last day «f Ve- 
cember in each year. 

Naturalty, an owner if he is going to 
do this, wants to get the full amount of 
discount ossible. 

t has been said that if he wants the 
full discount he can take a chance and 
hurry and pay before the Period has ended 
even though council may have not stated 
that the act would be adopted. 

City Must Find Principle. 

But would he be justified in doin 
without knowing for certain that ten 
was adopted, and in the case of the man 
whose property has been sold, that the 
city had made satisfactory arrangementas 
for refunding the purchaser the money 
he speculated at the tax sale.

Youeun 


Time To Know 


The city commissioners are to 
ask council whether they will pay 
the interest on the deposit made 
by the Hydro Company as guaran- 
tee that they would fulfil their 
agreement. Council in turn might 
ask the company to show cause 
why the city should pay the in- 
terest and not commandeer both 
interest and deposit for non-ful- 
filment. 


Discount For Advance Payment, 


That he has not yet received 
his tax bill does not prevent the 
tax payer taking advantage of the 
ten per cent. discount offered for 
the immediate payment of this 
year’ taxes. Tho bills will not be 
sent out until the usual time. The 
discount for earlier payment is 
offered under power given at the 
recent session of the Legislature 
to collect in advance of the formal 
demand. 


A Peculiar Incident. 

A news item notes that a return- 
ed soldier has resigned the posi- 
tion of filing clerk in the office of 
the city commissioners because 
the salary is not adequate. He 
has, it appears, been receiving $85 
per month for doing work for 
which the former employee was 
paid $125 per month. The incid- 
ent has a peculiar aspect. A re- 
turned man should not be required 
to work for less pay than another. 


Up to the Owners. 

Whether Edmonton tax payers 
who are in arrears are to secure 
the privilege of the ten year pay- 
ment scheme authorized by the 
Legislature depends upon whether 
or not the city council asks that 
the act be applicable to this city. 
That council will take such action 
upon its own initiative is hardly 
to be supposed. The city admin- 
istration is looking for money, 
rather than trouble. At present 
the city has the money obtained 
from purchasers of lots sold at the 
tax sales. Should the new act be 
brought into force and the former 
owners of this property demand 
the privilege of accepting the ten 
year payment plan, the city would 
have to pay back to the purchas- 
ers the money received from them, 
This means more financing and 
more accounting. It is against 
all traditions to suppose the ad- 
ministration will invite this addi- 
tional bother, by taking steps to 
bring the act into force unless 
under pressure from the public. 
It is up to the property owners to 
petition council if they want the 
privilege of the ten year settle- 
ment plan thrown open to those 
in arrear and those whose prop- 
erty has been sold for arrears. 


Crop and Market. 

Even a ‘‘bumper’ ’wheat crop 
for which no market was available 
would not save the country from 
the adverse conditions which fol- 
low a crop failure. The farmers 
of Alberta have, it is claimed, 
done their ‘‘bit’’ toward a bumper 
crop by enlarging the acreage 
seeded to wheat, and the same is 
probably true of the farmers in 
the other western provinces. With 
Europe hungry there is no ques- 
tion of whether or where a market 
can be found. It is for the nation- 
al Government to capture a share 
of that market, by extending 
credits for purchases of farm pro- 
ducts as credits are now being ex- 
tended for purchases of manufac- 
tured goods, and to see that the 
channels through which western 
Canadian wheat must reach the 
Atlantic are not blocked—as they 
have been during the past winter 
—by the grain interests of the 
United States, 

Cause For Thankfulness 

The Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries announces that it is the 
policy of the Government to con- 
tinue ship-building at public cost, 
in order that the yards may be 
kept going for another year. For 
this purpose he is asking Parlia- 
ment to vote thirty millions of dol- 
lars. The country will at least 
be relieved that he did not under- 
take to keep the business going 
for two years, 


Assurance Needed 

The president of the United 
Farmers of the Province has issu- 
ed a statement on the prospect of 
marketing this season’s crop, 
which cannot be other than alarm- 
ing to everyone who is sensible of 
the complete dependence of our 
whole business condition upon the 
return the farmer gets on his sea- 
son’s labors. Canada, it appears, 
has been Hooverized out of the 
market of Europe; and Mr. Woods 
may be assumed to be speaking 
what is in the minds of farmers 
generally when he asks what 
action the Government proposes 
to take to make the crop saleable. 
As upon the taking of such action 
will depend the conditions which 
are to prevail next winter, so upon 
the early announcement or non- 
announcement of such intended 
action will largely depend the 
conditions prevailing during the 
summer. If the public are left 
under the impression now reewail 
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ing that nothing is being done— 
perhaps that nothing can now be 
done—to secure a market for the 
season's crop, pessimism is bound 
to develop, and with it retrench- 
ment and stagnation. It is not 
more necessary that a market be 
found than that early assurance be 
given that it has been, or will be 
found. 


France Demands Assurance 

France evidently has little 
enough faith in the League of 
| Nations. It declines to rely upon 
even the United States and Great 
Britain being permanently bound 
by the terms of the convention. 
Of the adherence of other and les- 
ser nations, French opinion may 
| be surmised. It is announced that 
President Wilson and Premier 
| Lloyd George will recommend to 
| their respective parliaments that 
the United States and Great Brit- 
ain give a separate undertaking to 
go to the help of France should it 
again be attacked without provo- 
cation by Germany. As that is 
precisely what the covenant of the 
League of Nations obligates every 
| signatory power to do, the French 
|ministry plainly doubt either the 
| good faith of their two greatest 
Allies or the enduring character 
of the League. 


Who Is To Blame? 


The deaths of six patients in 
| local hospitals during recent weeks 
while under anaesthetic is a series 
of occurrences sufficiently start- 
ling to call for the special investi- 
gation ordered by the Attorney- 
General’s department. Unfortun- 
ately the result of the inquiry does 
not seem to be conclusive to the 
point of fixing responsibility. It is 
declared that the anaesthetic was 
of good quality, and then in some of 
the cases collapse was due to the 
weakness of the heart resulting 
from attacks of the influenza. If 
the anaesthetic was good, it ap- 
pears obvious that death in these 
cases was due to the failure of the 
physicians to correctly diagnose 
the condition of the patients be- 
fore administering it, or to some 
mistake in the process of adminis- 
tering, Nor is any explanation of- 
fered of the deaths which are not 
included among those attributed to 
the after effects of the ’flu. The 
inquiry should go further. It 
should be carried to the point of 
absolutely determining and pub- 
licly declaring that the fatal conse- 
quences could not have been fore- 
seen ; or in the alternative, of plac- 
ing the blame upon the individuals 
whose carelessness or ignorance 
led to the results.

Conditions of life in Alberta are 
strenuous. They demand relaxation 
from time to time. Everyone who 
works hard with hand or brain needs 


a change of scene and action. The 
more complete the change, the great- 
er the assurance of rest; the greater 
the brain fag the greater the benefit 
derived, Every summer there is a 
call to the lakes, the mountains or 
the sea, that the prairie dweller, and 
particularly the city resident, finds 
hard to resist. 

Before the war tens of millions of 
dollars were spent each year by citl- 
zens of America in going to Europe 
for a holiday; and no European trip 
was complete that did not include 
Switzerland and the Alps. The moun- 
tains have a grandeur and charm, 
and therefore an appeal, not shared 
by any other of nature's wonders— 
mysterious and unreal when seen 
from a distance; frowning and over- 
whelming in a close-up view; they 
have a never failing interest such as 
nothing else holds. With their ever- 
changing lights and shades, _ their 
shining peaks and dark ravines, the 
mountains are the joy of the artist 
and dreamer. And thelr upheavals 
reveal to the student the process of 
the bullding of the world. To the 
tired worker they offer a variety of 
interest that prevents rest and re- 
laxation from ever becoming stale. 

Alberta people do not have to go 
to Europe to see mountains, No- 
where else in the world is there such 
& magnificent chain of glistening 
Jewels stretched across the range of 
vision, coming up over the horizon 
in the south and falling below the 
horizon towards the north—-seeming- 
ly without beginning and without 
end. Their peaks in the clouds and 
their bases concealed from view by 
the round of the earth, they seem to 
be rather of some other than of this 
every-day world. " 

Within the Jasper Pass, through 
which the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
the Canadian National railways cross 
the Rockies on their way from the 
prairies to the Pacific, the grandeur 
of nature {s not lessened by the pres- 
ence of activities of man -except at 
a very few points. The pass itself 
and the mountain area extending in 
all directions as far as the summit, 
has been reserved from private own- 
ership and is held by the Dominion 
government as a national park or 
Playground, It is under special rules, 
regulations and supervision to ensure 
that the purpose in view in making 
the reservation shall be attained. 

Jasper, at the junction of the 
Miette river with the Athabasca, ig 
the residence of the park commie- 
sioner, and this is the divisional 
point on both railways which travy- 
erse the pass from Entranée on the 
east side of the mountains to Tete 
Jaune Cache on the west. The rail- 
way station {8 18 miles from the 
summit. The view of the mountains 
in all directions, but especially up the 
Athabasca towards the south, is espe- 
clally fine. The employees cf the 
two railways and of the park man- 
agement have established a neat and 
interesting little village. The yari- 
ous wagon roads and pack trails in 
the park radiate from Jasper, and 
the place is a centre of mountain 
tourist activity. 

Jasper is 236 miles from Edmon- 
ton. It is 45 miles from the western 
entrance of the pass, 13 miles from 
the divide, and 69 miles from Tete 
Jaune Cache, at the westerly outlet 
of the pass. 

Two transcontinental train services 
connect Jasper with Edmonton—one 
a night, the other a day service, 
both ways. The G.T.P. train leaves 
Edmonton for Jasper and Prince Ru- 
pert on Sunday, Tuesday and Friday, 
at 10:60 p.m. standard or city time, 
and reaches Jasper at 8:05 a.m, 
standard time, the following morning. 

The C.N.R. leaves Edmonton for 
Jasper and Vancouver on Sunday, 
Tuesday and Friday, at 8:20 a.m.,, 
standard time, and reaches Jasper at 
6:04 p.m. the same day. 

Returning, the G.T.P. leaves 
for Edmonton at 7:20 p.m. on Sun- 
day, Tuesday and Thursday, and 
reaches Edmonton at 7 a.m. on Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday. 

The C.N.R. leaves Jasper at 8:11 
on Monday, Thursday and Saturday,

and arrives at Edmonton at 7:88 
p.m, the same evening. 

Trains on both roads, both ways, 
carry full standard equipment, with 


compartment and observation car at- 
tached. The hours of departure and 
arrival are entirely convenient at 
both ends of the run, The distance 
from Edmonton to Jasper is 236 
miles,

not yet been provided. As a tempor- 
ary measure, by arrangement with 
the Grand Trunk Pacific, a tent city 
has been conducted during the past 
three summers by R. Kenneth, of the 
Dominion Tent & Mattress Co. The 
site selected was on the hanks of 
Lake Beauvert, on the south side of 
the Athabasca, about three miles dis- 
tant from the town. A number of 
tents were provided with board floors, 
bedsteads, bedding and camp stoves to 
accommodate 60 people. A comfort- | 
able rustic dining hall, 30x40, was 
built, and an excellent and acceptable 
service maintained. 

J. W. Brewster, of the well known 
firm of Brewster & Moore, tourist 
outfitters and guides to Jasper, re- 
cently acquired all the. property 
rights and privileges of the tent city 
from the Edmonton Tent & Mattress | 
Co., and will put in enlargements and 
improvements to take care of the in- 
creased number of holiday visitors 
who are expected now that peace con- 
ditions have been resumed.

complete outfit, and up-to-date in 
every detail. Good service and the 
best of eats are guaranteed at te din- 
ing hall. Boats and canoes on the 
lake will be at the disposal of the 
guests.

Soldiers’ Civil Re-establishment 
Branch Taking Over Strath- 
cona Military Hospital 


Completion in the transfer of con- 
trol of the Strathcona military hospital 
from the C.A.M.C., to the Soldte-s’ 
Civil Re-establishment branch will be 
completed today according to Major G. 
P. Loggie, senior ordnance officer of 
M.D, 13, who has had charge of the ar- 
rangements. The local S.C.R. will thus 
assume charge over an institution de- 
scribed by Major Loggie and others, to 
be one of the finest equipped military 
medical hospitals in the Dominion of 
Canada, 

The local transfer of control is be- 
ing conducted according to a system 
planned for operation throughout the 
entire Dominion. Its effect will be the 
depletion of the C.A.M.C., personnel to 
the smallest number possible which 
will not only provide the opportun- 
{ty of demobilizing military men be- 
longing to the C.A.M.C., which is a 
military organization, but will also re- | 
sult in the elmination of a duplication 
of work. 

Staff and equipment of the local hos- 
pital is being taken over by the §.C.R., 
and the present change is the third one 
made since the Strathcona was taken 
over for military purposes. On the 
first occasion, the city transferred the

aris, May 9.—The naval terms of the treaty to be presented 
Austria as thay have been completetd, entirely wipe out the Austrian 
navy. All the ships of that navy, large and small, are to be surrend- 
ered. Their disposition among the Allies is to be adjusted later, 
Paris, May 9.—The Austrian peace delegation, numbering from 
40 to 50 persons, is expected to arrive at St. Germain on May 12. In- 
formation received from French sources is that the delegation has not 
as yet left Vienna, owing to the difficulties encountered in selecting 
its members, because of differences of opinion regarding the propos- 
ed incorporation of German-Austria in Germany. 
Dispatches received here today indicate that while Franz Klein, 
president of the delegation, favors annexation, Prof. Lammasch, an- 
other influential member, opposes it; and, that sentiment against the 
proposal is growing. ‘The remainder of the delegation is said to be 
divided on the question.
